Election/Restrictions 
2. Claim 1 is allowable. The restriction requirement among species, as set forth in 
the Office action mailed on 9-22-2005, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability 
of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction 
requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations 
of an allowable claim. Claims 3 and 5-1 1 , directed to species no longer withdrawn 
from consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an allowable 
claim. However, claims 12-35, directed to inventions withdrawn from consideration 
because they do not require all the limitations of an allowable claim. 
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In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

• a first pumping light generating section configured to generate a plurality of 
pumping lights arranged at equal wavelength spacing in a first wavelength 
band, which is shifted from a signal light wavelength band where said plurality 
of signal lights are arranged to a shorter wavelength side in accordance with 
the wavelength width corresponding to a Raman shift frequency; 
within the context of claim 1 taken as a whole.
